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The Governor and Relief Rolls 


Despite the puerile denials of the 
mental contortionist and distortionist who 
writes under Gov. Talmadge’s name in the 
Governor’s political paper, calling for 
larger relief rolls, there is sound evidence 
Gov. Talmadge is genuinely disturbed over 
the undue increase in relief rolls in Geor- 
gia and wants legislation which would cut 
off the chiselers. | 

The Administration’s emphatic support 
has been thrown behind a resolution, com- 
ing before a Senate Committee today, ask- 
ing Congress to make the welfare rolls 
public. 

The Governor made it clear he sup- 
ports the proposal in order that welfare 
rolls may be purged of those who have 
no right to be receiving assistance. Be- 
cause of this Federal law, a thorough in- 
vestigation of relief applicants now is im- 
possible. It is easy for the parasites to 
climb onto the relief train and ride it till 
the day of death. If relief files were open 
to the public they could be eliminated. 

Last week the General Assembly com- 
pleted action on an Administration meas- 
ure giving the State Welfare Director 
power to transfer, or appoint, local welfare 
directors. So firmly behind this measure 
was the Governor that a list of those vot- 
ing against it was placed on the door of 
his office alongside those who voted 
against the mandatory primary bill under 
the county unit system. 

A great many of the welfare, abuses 
originate in political manipulation of the 
rolls by county machines. The local wel- 
fare director often is under the thumb 
of political leaders and dares not disturb 
the “system.” But the State director ordi- 
narily cannot be reached from a local po- 
litical level. So long as he does not abuse 
the power given under the new measure, 
he can cut down on political utilization 
of the relief rolls.

* But, obviously, we are going to be more 
willing’ to do what must be done—defend 
in’ Europe, on the basis of his report. We 
are going to fight alongside free peoples 
if it comes to fighting. 

We may not fight if we are strong. 

Strength costs money. 

That brings us to taxes. 

We don’t have much sympathy with 
those persons who always prate loosely 
about Government economies, but never 
say what they would economize on. 
Usually, they are for economy in some 
field which does not touch their own. 

Most of every tax dollar already is 
going to pay for past wars, for veterans’ 
services, and for preparation for possible 
future wars. There is only a small slice 
of the dollar on which to economize. 

Also, we believe we should pay for 
-.this war preparation as we go in so far as 
is humanly possible. We are at the dan- 
ger point now where Government is tak- 
ing 25 per cent of the national income. 
History reveals that to go beyond that 
produces inflationary disasters. 

So, we urge that the Federal Govern- 
ment face up to the facts and reduce non- 
military :spending. We don’t charge that 


it is unnecessary. But, we are at the point ° 


where we can’t do both. 

We must reduce some of the domestic 
spending, not because it isn’t worthwhile 
in nonwar times, but because we must 
spend even more of the tax dollar on the 
military. We have no other choice. This 
isn’t going to be over in a year or two.

Only by cutting down on the relief 
chiselers can the State properly look after 
those genuinely in need. Relief money, 
as big as the over-all figure is, is spread 
thin and with little apparent regard for 
the relative circumstances of recipients. 

We congratulate Gov. Talmadge on his 
apparent realization that welfare pay- 
ments in Georgia are being very much 
abused. 

We are gratified that his obvious de- 
termination to correct the evils seems to 
be taking precedent over his ostensible 
editorials in their defense. 

And finally, we even pledge to up- 
hold him, as doubtless will be necessary, 
against the hysterical hack into whose 
hands he has delivered THE STATES-

Enough Schools 
To Go Around 


Along with James Jackson Tarver, I, too, 
would like to put in my application for a little 
piece of college land when the State starts giving 


it away. I speak now, even before the General Assembly votes 


on Administration-sponsored constitutional amendment, because 
I want to get the jump on a group of legislators who are headed 
to Athens tomorrow to look over the University property. 


I fear these members of the House University System Com- 
mittee, headed by Rep. Chappell Matthews of Athens, are going 
to start homesteading on my alma mater right now. 


This is no idle gossip. I overheard Rep. Hamilton Johnson of 
Hall County and Rep. Jim Mackay of DeKalb talking over plans 
to take over the North Georgia College at Dahlonega, the famed 
military school. Ham had noticed the success Regent Sandy 
Beaver is having with Riverside Military Academy, a private 
school, and decided he would like to get into the private military 
school business—if the State would give him one—and Jim was 
willing to go along as a partner in the enterprise. 


There was talk, but I am sure it isn’t true, that the three 
Negro schools are going to be given to W. O. Brooks and Ed 
Friend, who have been interested in publicizing the Negro for the 
present Administration. However, the proposed amendment is 
so worded as to prevent State employees from operating the 
schools. This clause probably will eliminate Regent Roy Harris, 
alleged author of the plan, from getting himself a piece of land 
free—at least until the Board of Regents is dissolved as a useless 
State agency. 


Prior. Claim But, back to my original request. I fee] that I 

am particularly entitled to a little piece of land 
on the University of Georgia campus, purely for sentimental 
reasons. It is my old homestead. When I was in three-cornered 
pants my home was on Baldwin street, which now has been swal- 
lowed up by the expanding University campus. I think I should 
have first choice on this particular plot. At present the Fine Arts 
Building, which cost Georgia taxpayers a little more than the 
rent my father paid for our little residénce, stands squarely on 
the site of my old home. 


I hate to mention it, but our little home had an ample back- 
yard. As a growing lad, I used to roam even a little farther 
than our backyard. There was a little stream, as I recall, run- 
ning through a patch of woods way down in the hollow. For 
sentimental reasons, I would like to have the property on which 
I played during my young and tender years. If I am not mistaken, 
there have been some improvements made on this particular sec- 
tion during the years—and Sanford Stadium now occupies this 
spot. 


I would be reluctant to turn these improvements back into 


their original state of a stream and woods. However, being a 
man of moderate means, even before taxes are deducted and new 
tax bills passed, I doubt if I can afford to operate the stadium 
properly unless the State gives me all of its property involved. 
Under the broad sense of the word, I believe scholarshipped 
football players can be regarded as property. 


Secure With these two little pieces of homestead given me 

free, and with the State proposal to send me students 
with money in their hands, I feel I can operate a fairly suc- 
cessful educational program. The students could study fine arts 
and watch the football games. 


I have heard rumors that some economy-minded solons want 
to hold public auctions and auction off these public lands and 
buildings, and use the revenue to finance roads. I have heard 
of plans-to put all the University System property and common 
school property up as prizes for radio jackpots in some kind of 
advertising scheme. 

I earnestly appeal to my friends in the Legislature to beat 
down any substitute plan and to favor the Administration’s pro- 
gram for an outright gift of these State properties. With the 
University Building Authority and the State School Building Au- 
thority spending millions of dollars to construct additional schools, 
the State soon will be in a position to give every citizen his own 
private school.

The State generally will welcome an investigation of its Wel- 
fare Department now being conducted at the Capitol. 

This department, whose administrative costs have risen in five 
years from $318,293 annually to $609,388, obviously has priced 
itself out of willing acceptance by taxpayers. 

Especially now when cutting costs is of the utmost urgency 
should we. examine welfare rolls which recently have shown 
evidence of getting oué of hand. 

We note that benefit payments have nearly tripled in five 
years, increasing from $11,262,813 to $33,709,923. A department 
witness told a joint legislative committee that the case load rose 
63 per cent ‘while benefits to aged, dependent children, and the 
blind rose 218 per cent. The witness was °C. A. Doolittle, who 
told the committee flatly that “we’ve got too many people on 
the. rolls.” 

The Welfare Department has been due an investigation for 
a long time. Passing out benefits in places has reached the “dole” 
stage in which about the only qualification one needs for a hand- 
out is to reach 65. Persons well fixed or with kin completely 
able to care. for them accept benefits‘ with no qualms. 

There should be a thoroughgoing investigation dn Atlanta fol- 
lowed by a microscopic examination “in the field” of who's re- 
ceiving help.

‘Unjust Rulings’ 


The Editors: Many persons must feel as I do 


that the administration of Federal income tax. 


law seems to stress the deductions a taxpayer 
cannot claim, and in all border-line or doubtful 
cases rules in favor of the Government. The most 
glaring example of this is the announcement of 
Marion H. Allen, Collector of Internal Revenue 
in Atlanta, which appeared in The Constitu- 
tion, regarding deductions for shrubbery losses 
resulting from the November freeze. 


As quoted in the article, Mr. Allen has ruled 
on two important points: (a) that no deduction 
can be claimed unless the shrub is completely 
dead; and (b) then only the original cost of the 
plant can be deducted. 


Both of these rulings are palpably unjust. For 
example, I have a hedge of gardenia bushes 
which have been growing for many years and 
are over six feet high. The chances are the plants 
are not completely killed, but will have to be cut 
down to ground level. Experience with gardenias 
under similar conditions indicates that the plant 
may evidence signs of life and be cut down to 
ground level yet die in the following year. Ac-

cording to Mr. Allen, it would then be too late 
to claim a loss. 

But assuming the plant does not -turn out to 
be completely dead, is there any equity in the 
Government taking the position there has been 
no loss of property value when a long hedge of 
six-foot healthy gardenia bushes is now a long 
hedge of six-inch puny bushes? 

If the bushes do die, then Mr. Allen will let 
me claim a loss, but not to exceed the original cost 
of the bushes. Both by reason of increased eosts 
of shrubbery, which hasn’t escaped inflation, and 
the increased value of the bushes due to, their 
increased size, it is an absurdity to think that 
original cost would anywhere near cover the 
original loss. * 

Some of my bushes of other types which ap- 
pear to .be killed or seriously damaged were 
rooted frém cuttings, for which there was no ap- 
preciable original cost, but before the freeze had 
grown to be shrubbery adding considerable value 
to my residential property. 

Hundreds of people in Atlanta alone have 
similar losses. In figuring on the, frightening 
prospective costs of replacing shrubbery, at a 
time when income taxes are proving so burden- 
some, we see the Government figurifig out com- 
plicated and hard-to-understand formulae to pre- 
vent what seems to us to be honest and valid 
losses. Surely, the Federal Government, in its 
desire to collect more taxes, has not decided to 
adopt unfair means of doing so.

3 WASHINGTON—There is such a thing as “inside politics” which the folks in 
the grandstands and bleachers seldom see and rarely understand, just as crowds 
watching our great national pastime miss the fine points of what is called “inside 


baseball.” 


“Inside politics” is played in Congress by clever operators—sometimes 


called lobbyists—who often get what they want out of a confused and complex 
situation in which there is a different and larger over-all objective as the public 
sees it. °This the private electric utilities accomplished out of the recent shift in appropriation 


bills procedure by the House Appropriations Committee. 


dav of this Congress, certain other interests which have been fighting Truman Fair Deal social re- 
“forms won a big victory when the Southern Democrat-Republican coalition in the House restored to 
the House Rules Committee its power to pigeonhole bills approved by legislative committees. That 
was to kill off social reform measures, for the coalition controls the committee. 


The utilities coup is better concealed. The 
House Appropriations Committee has now voted 
to abolish the one-package, or single omnibus 
appropriation, bill for the whole Government 
and return to the old system of 11 or 12 separate 
bills for departments and agencies. 


It has also voted to curb its chairman's 
blanket power to appoint subcommittees, re- 
quiring that hereafter the committee must 
approve such designations, and denied him 
his previous privilege of sitting ex-officio 
with subcommittees and voting. Chairman 
now, as for many years, is Rep. Clarence 
Cannon (Dem., Mo.). : 


‘ 

Previously, Chairman Cannon has cast the 
decisive vote in two subcommittees that handle 
appropriations for public power activities and 
assured needed funds for expansion which were 
fought by the private utilities. _The subcom- 
mittees are those which have charge of appro- 
priations for the Interior Department and the 
Agriculture Department. The former administers 
large-scale Government projects about which 
there is constant controversy as to whether the 
Government or private utilities should build 
transmission lines. The Agriculture Depart- 
ment’s affiliated agencies include the Rural 
Electrification Administration. 


Mr. Cannon is no radical, far from it. His 


keen interest in REA is because of his firm con- — 


viction of the need of electricity for farmers. 
Government assistance in expansion of facilities 
from big projects under the Interior Department 
he believes necessary because of shortages that 
still exist in electric power, accentuated now by 
the national defense program. 


He has been a key and controlling figure, of 


which the utilities are clearly aware. Curbing 
of his power will mean much harder sledding 
for public power appropriations. Private utility 
lobbyists were active-in encouraging the com- 
mittee’s change of procedure, which was put 
over by Republican votes. Eighteen of the 20 


Republicans on the committee. voted to restore 


the old separate-bill system and the same num- 
ber voted to restrict the chairman’s powers, with 
two Republicans voting “no” in each case. 
Thirteen Democrats joined the Republicans in 
the first instance, seven in the second. 


There is no intention here to claim any 
one big “plot” on the utility issue behind the 
committee’s decision. That is not so. For 
there were many mixed impulses and mo- 
tives involved, including personal resent- 
ment of some members toward Chairman 
Cannon, who can be fiery and stubborn on 
occasion. 


Also, there were honest differences of opinion 
about whether the one-package or separate-bill 
method is best. 


It was @ Democrat of progressive inclination, 
Rep. Fogarty (R. I.), who made the motion to 


_srestrict the chairman’s authority. He tangled in 


the last Congress with Mr. Cannon, who stood 


successfully and adamantly against the Rhode 


Island Democrat’s desire for more substantial 
appropriations for Federal health and medical 
programs. It was a Democrat who has differed 
in the Interior Department subcommittee over 
public power issues with Chairman Cannon who 
supported him in the unsuccessful] fight for the 
one-package bill, and led that battle.

Eli Whitney and His Cotton Gin 


When Eli Whitney presented the 
world with his completed cotton gin, the 
idea was so absurdly simple that it is 
hardly conceivable that someone had 
not thought of it a century before. And 
yet this almost childish invention has 
changed the commerce and living habits 
of the entire world! Whitney, a New 
Englander, who came to Georgia to 
teach school in Savannah, was spending 
the summer of 1792 in the home of Mrs. 
Nathaniel Greene, widow of the Revo- 
lutionary General. Hearing of the great 
need for a machine to separate the lint 
from the cottonseed, he set about to 
produce one. When word got out that 
Whitney’s invention was a success, wild 
excitement prevailed throughout the 


large financial reward also aroused 
those human vultures who sit constantly 
by to fatten themselves on the fruits of 
other’s men toil. The Whitney work- 
shop was broken into and his original 
model stolen! As soon as the prin- 
ciple was disclosed, gins of slightly- dif- 
ferent design flooded the market.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4—(4)— 
The tax on 1950 income was 
boosted by the increase in tax 
rates last Oct. 1. 


The higher tax may be painful, 
but it does not mean any extra 
work on your tax return. You 
don’t have to calculate the amount 


months of 0. 


The increase is taken care of in 
two ways by the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue: 


1. By changes on the 1950 re- 
turns m the tax tables for in- 
eomes under $5,000. 


2. By changes in the figures in 
the computation of tax on Page 
3 of Form 1040. 


Furthermore, increases in taxes 
withheld from wages since Oct. 
1 have helped many wage earn- 
ers catch up with the boost. 


While some wage earners will 
have to pay additional tax when 
they file their 1950 returns, oth- 
ers will get refunds for over- 
withholding. 


The 8lst Congress passed the 
law increasing income taxes ef- 
fective last Oct. 1. Those increases 
apply to 1950 income received aft- 
er Sept. 30 and to 1951 income un- 
til Congress makes another change. 

The 82nd Congress now in ses- 
sion may further increase personal 
income taxes. 

Such increases, however, would 
not apply to 1950 income. 

They would not affect your 
1950 return, due on or before this

Here are some suggestions 
on how to go about having a 
Linecoln’s Day party. Give a 
prize to the one who writes 
the cleverest biography of 
Lincoln in the shortest time, 
or to the one who tells the 
best anecdote of the Great 
Emancipator. All you need for 
a game is a large sketch of 
Honest Abe, a blindfold, and 
youngsters with pins to stick — 
an Emancipation Proclama- 
tion scroll in the hands of 
Lincoln. 


Similar contests on Georgia 
history could symbolize the 
state’s birthday with sketches 
on General Oglethorpe, the 
founder. There could also be a 
listing of the “firsts” the state 
is noted for, as well as nam- 
ing her most historical spots. 
Invitations to parties on Geor- 


gia Day could be sent on post - 


ecards of state scenes. Or even 
invitations cut in the shape of 
the state. 

Valentine, the most romantie 
day of the year, is the four- 
teenth. On this date, observed 
by both young and old, tokens 
of love and sentiment, expressed 
in gifts and messages, are ex- 
changed. Remember how 
Shakespeare wrote of Valentine? 
In Hamlet, Ophelia says: “Good 
Morning, ‘tis St. Valentine’s 
Day, All in the morning be- 
time, And I a maid at your 
window to be your valentine.” 

Parties for this day are tied 
in with romances of history and 
a wise hostess can suggest 
either written or oral refer- 
ences to them for prize awards. 
Or she can have guests write 
love letters to be read aloud;

For those with a literary turn 
of mind, Feb. 27 marks the 
birthday of Henry W. Longfel- 
low, a beloved American poet, 
Tableaux could be given. taken 
from his vorks; a listing and 
discussion of his works and his 
own life’s story would make an 
interesting pastime.

One secret of a good salad is 7 
fts tasty dressing, of which there | 


are three basic types: French, 
mayonnaise, and cooked dress- 
ing. Most homemakers will find 
it wise to keep a jar of each in 
the refrigerator. Often the addi- 
tion of one ingredient ean give 
a dressing a new flavor, so don’t 
be afraid to experiment. If you 
have always used mayonnaise, 
forget about it awhile, make up 
a jar of cooked dressing and see 
how different the usual salads 
taste. 


The excellent brands of the 
three _basic dressings on the 
market may save time and may 
be varied Remember to keep 
all of them in the warmest part 
of the refrigerator. 

Any standard recipe book will 
give directions for basic dress- 
ings. Here are some very un- 
usual dressings we especially 
like for our favorite head lettuce 
salad.

Keep beating until mayonnaise 
is very thick, then beat in lemon 
juice or vinegar, and after that, 
the rest of the oil. Keep this 
thick dressing in a covered 
quart jar in the refrigerator. An 
eoual amount of sour cream or 
whipping cream may be blend- 
ed with mayonnaise for a de- 
lectable dressing for fruit salads.

In decorating as m cooking all ingredients used must balance 
and complement. Otherwise, you get hash, either way. For pur- 
poses of illustration, let’s assume that you’re in the market for a 
new.and unusual decorating scheme. : 


Your immediate equipment 
for the project consists of some 
odds and ends of old furniture 
of good vintage, but varied 
origin, a few pictures and an 
imposing but miscellaneous ar- 
ray of bric-a-brac. These you 
would like to combine with con- 
temporary items for functional 
values, thereby achieving an 
over-all effect that is distine- 
tive and individual, but easy to 
live with.

An over-all 
color scheme was used 
throughout but in different 
proportions in each room.

Surprising, yet strangely com- 
patible in the living room are 
the walls of Chinese glass cloth 
in a warm Titian copper shade, 
that creates a tweed-y, mascu- 
line feeling, with the mellow 
fruitwood tones of the furni- 
ture. and the Venetian velvet 
sofa. The furniture in the living 
room combines a pair of mod- 
ern tufted-tub chairs in a bright 
Titian copper, mounted on 
swivel platforms for television 
viewing, placed one on either 
side of a pickled pine pedestal 
table, an English Empire coffee 
table, contemporary design, 
with deep brown marble top, a 
Louis XIV lavabo and fount, 
with pewter fittings, filled with 
greenery, and a pair of Sheraton 
console tables under Adam mir- 
rors. 

The rug is a very soft, pale 
beige, a tone reflected again in 
the draperies of French toile 
with photographs of famous old 
Italian stréet-scene etchings in 
sepia. These are hung like 
French town house curtains in 
a straight strip, caught up at 
intervals with small brass lion 
heads, a simplified method for 
hanging draperies, guaranteed 
not to overpower the room. 


The bedroom is Empire and 
therefore classical in feeling 
and design and includes both 
old and contemporary fur- 
nishings with a color scheme 
of Titian covner, old gold and 
Wedgwood blue. 


The den is a mellow blend of 
light woods, blond walls and 
blond to beige upholstery, ac- 
cented with heavy natural lin- 
en draperies printed in pale 
Titian copper, small touches of 
Wedgwood blue in accessories 
and a large leather armchair 
in avacado green. 


One feature of the room is a 
veritable United Nations ar- 
rangement of objects, including 
a tooled top Sheraton table 
desk, over which are hung two 
carved wood Italian shields. A

“jet Is Remembered

The battered old rolling chair that wheeled Kaye Tompkins to 
Boys and Bass High, to Emory University, to dances and parties 
and football games and even to a Soap Box Derby has gone over 
to Scottish Rite Hospital to give some other chap mobility, and his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. W. E. Tompkins, are busy comforting the 
schoolmates and teachers and friends who call to sympathize with 


them on their loss. 


The plucky, blond boy who for nine years laughed at pain and 
defied the crippling blow of poliomyelitis, did not quite have the= 
strength to take on another foe. He surrendered to pneumonia 
Jan. 15, just a few days before he could make another appeal for 


the March of Dimes. 


With his passing there has arisen a spontaneous movement te 
establish the Kaye Tompkins Memorial Fund within the Georgia 
Chapter of the National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis. The first 
commemorative gifts came from the South Carolina Club, of which 
his mother is a member, but since that day the offerings have come 


from everyplace. , 


“Every mail brings some small remembrance,” his mother says, 
“and with it, usually, a message from some stranger to me who 


was another friend of Kaye’s. It is doing us so much good.” 


The story of Kaye Tompkins is an inspiration. He was barely 


nine, a fleet little swimming champion, 


when he suffered his 


attack of polio at Summer camp. Within a month his strong young 


body had wasted into a twisted, vivid little shadow. 


His scrapbook, begun about them, shows two early pictures, 
The first was a breathless Kaye climbing over the edge of a swim- 
ming pool, clenching a goldfish between his teeth, and the second 
was a shot of Kaye in bed, pale and weak, clutching a football in 
his hand. The bed was surrounded by fellows from Boys High foot- 
ball team who had come to make him a gift of their winning 


pigskin. 


From that moment on, his interests tumbled over each other 
and there was never time enough for him to do all he wanted to 
do, or to see all the friends he vearned to see. His mother drove 
him to school each day and called for him in the afternoon, but 


the boys and girls and teachers took him over in between. 


He did everything they did. He dated, bought a new tux- 
edo at the right time, bought the first orchid when it was 
due, took his girls to parties and dances. He read, sang, 
laughed, studied, and people forgot his affliction, since he 
himself ignored tt. 


He spent a vear at Warm Springs, and there are entries in his 


scrapbook that speak of it ... visits from Mary Pickford and

picture of Alain Darlan, of France, and his bride. There are the 
little square arrow points of Cub Scouts, showing him graduating 
from Wolf to Bear, and beside them is Mei-Mei, the second panda, *

The Marines used Kaye’s smile for recruiting dimes one vear, 
and he entered a Soap Box Derby for The Constitution. He entered 
Emory and pledged Chi Phi fraternity, and when he passed on a
